That townships one hundred and fifteen
townships to Me- {113 ), one hundred and sixteen (116) and one hundred
leodcomnty.  and seventeen (117) north, of ranges thirty-one (31
and thirty-two (82), west of the fifth (5th) princip
meridian, are hereby attached to McLeod county, and
shall hereafter be a part of said county.

At the time of giving notice of the next
onquestion ofat- £eneral election, the proper officersin McLeod county
tacbing town- ghall, in like manner, give notice that af said election
shlp. a vote will be taken on the question of attaching cer-
tain townships to McLeod county, according to the
Krovisions of this act. At said election the voters of
fcLeod county, in favor of the change proposed in
this act, shall have distinefly written or printed on
their ballots for State and éounty officers, ¢ For addi-
tion of towns to McLeod cournty,” and those opposed
to said change, “Aguinst addition of towns to McLeod
county,” and the judges of election in the several
towns shall make returns thereof to the tounty audi-
tor with the returns of votes for State and county
officers. :

- SEc. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after the ratification of the proposed addition
of townships by a majority of the electors of McLeod
‘county voting thereon.
